Richardt Wounded by Mistake—
The Trial Postponed.

Willism Larsen was arrested last
Thursday, charged with making an
assaunlt with a deadly weapon on a
man named Richardt, at Koolaapoko,
this island. Larsen was formerly
connected with the police here, and
is well known in town. The bhear-
ing came up last Satorday morn-
ing in the Police Court, and was
postponed until Wednesday.

The perticulars of the case are
stated to be as follows: Larsen has
been a stock raiser for some time,
and ‘about three months was the
'_vmmn of several raids on his cattle,

by which he was a considerable loser,
and he made up his mind to catch
the thief if possible.

One morning about the time men-
tioned above he saw two men 8
proach his ranch on horseback. He
called for them to halt; they did not
obey him and be leveled his shot
gun with the intention of laming
one of the horses.

Some of the shot took effect in
Richardt’s knee, causing him to stop.
After an explanation  from the
wounded man Larsen discovered his
wistake, and. immediately had the
man brought to shelter, summoned
a surgeon and did everything he
could to relieve the eondition of the
man. Larsen is out on $1000 bail.

HUI KALATAINA.

The Hui Kalaisina met at Robin-
son’s Hall on Wednesday evening,
President J. A. Kaboonei in the
chair.

J. L. Kapuusou stated that the
‘Native Sops of Hawaii have ap-
pointed & committee for each elec-
toral district, consisting of three
members.

He
urged the Huoi Kalaiaina to unite
with the Native Sons of Hawaii in
this matter, and he would move that
the President appoint similar com
mittees to meet together at the nom
inating convention to take pluce
next Monday.

The motion was put and earried,
and the President asked to be given
sufficient time to select %ﬂnd com-
mittees, which was granted.

W. C. Acni spoke at some length
about the election of the Ruad
Board.

The President announced that a
special meeting would be held on
Saturday evening. He would then
announce the members of the nomi-
nating committees at that meeting,
also matters about the Road Board
would be disenssed.

The meeting adjourned at 8§:45
o’elock.

You all
know how Moreno bitterly
the missionary rule. That was the
main reason of the very short dura-
tion of his cabluet appointment. I
have corresponded with him and still
do. None of those letters published
here are mine. In my own letters to
Mr. Moreno I informed him of mat-
ters relating to the miunistry and the
Marshal. \What is most surprising to
me is the fluick dispatch of these let-
ters reaching here. The letters a
peared in the issue (New York World)
of December 11, This is without
doubt the work of an enemy. They
kuow that I am the nation's leader,
so they put my name under those let-
ters to bring the odium of my consti-
tuents upon me, and so baftle my
hopes at the coming elections, Did
you ever know me to advocate annex-
ation with the United States? What
I have slated in publie, and I repeat
it now,that if our affuirs continue to be
conducted in a base and unsatisfactory
manner a8 it is at present, its own
rottenness will hasten us to a repub-
lic. If such ignoruut and incompe-
tent men as the Murshul and the At-
torney-General continue enjoying
sovereign power, and they encour-
aged in their villainous works, then,
without doubt, a republic will surely
appear.
